The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-16, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over the article by Zabidi et al, for 
the reasons given in the last Office Action. Applicant's argument, that the intensity of 
each laser pulse in Zabidi et al is only between 11 and 32 mJ/pulse, is not convincing, 
since it is not clear which portion of Zabidi et al applicant is referring to to support such 
contention. In any event, the recitation of "approximately 50 mJ/pulse would embrace 
energies per pulse at least as low as 40 mJ/pulse, since the word "approximately" 
provides for some tolerance, which would be close enough that one skilled in the art 
would expect that the process of Zabidi et al would function at 40 mJ/pulse. Titanium 
Metals Corp. of America y. Banner 778 F.2d 775, 227 USPQ 773 (Fed. Cir. 1 985). 
Applicant's argument, that applicant found optimum hydrogen production occurring at 
150 mJ/pulse, is not convincing, since there is no evidence on record to support such 
contention. In any event, claims 1-12, 23 and 24 are not so limited. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using'it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact tenms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-12, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no "description support" in 
the original specification for employing an energy per pulse of "between approximately 
50 mJ and 300 mJ. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
